Press, he said, 
published names and addresses of 
those sig ning nominating petitions 
tot Wallace's third party. 
In Co­ 
lumbus. he reported, a mob wrecked 
the home of a Communist after th? 
citiren printed a picture of the 
place. 
Editor Don E Weav er o f The Co­ 
lumbus Citiien danied any incite­ 
ment to v iolence by his paper. "We 
pointed out repeatedly 
that 
the 
stupidest thing 
people could 
do 
would be to use v iolence ag ainst this 
man.' he told a reporter. 
Explain Action 
“ We ran half a pag e of letters 
frcm mders cm the first day after 
the incident. Nearly all were from 
liberals, deploring the attack. 
We 
ran a* letter from the v ictim him­ 
self. 
The v ictim's home had been used 
as a Communist meeting place and 
he had been pushing himself in the 
community. 
Mr 
Baldwin's state­ 
ments are s bunch of propag anda.'' 
Editor E. T. Leech of The Pitts­ 
burg h Press told a reports**:' 
“The only hysteria I know about 
is Mr Baldwin’s. 
There’s no hys- 
t ria in Pittsburg h. There has been 
no \ioienc» or threat cf v iolence." 
The printing cf the names of 
petition sig ners was also done eig ht 
years ag o. in connection with a 
Communist campaig n. Leech said 
At that tune, he said, frauds were 
disclosed, resulting in indictments.

There are many other angles to 
b e allowed for also. Tire players, 
of course, must enjoy themselves 
and must have some incentive to 
stick it out, That is b rought ab out 
mainly through evenly divided, in­ 
teresting competition. 
Powerhouses in a league do far 
mure harm to the league and the 
program as a whole than eight or 
10 “Just mediocre" teams b attling 
for a title.
